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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4-20-06 
has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -2, 4-7, 9-1 0 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Shindo (5,755,949). 

Shindo teaches in column 2, lines 53-67, a lithium ionic conducting glass thin 
film as a solid electrolyte with the formula (Li20) x -(Si02)ioo- y which is formed by the 
sputtering process. Shindo teaches in column 5, lines 47-67, that Nb205, Ta205 or 
W03 may be added to (Li20) x -(Si02)ioo- y . Shindo teaches in column 5, lines 1-8, that 
the lithium ionic conducting glass thin film can be formed by sputtering, ion plating, 
CVD, etc. 
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Since Shindo teaches making the solid electrolyte the same way using the same 
targets of Li20, Si02 and at least one of Nb205, Ta205 or W03 then inherently the 
same solid electrolyte having the formula LixSiyMzOvNw must also be obtained. 

In addition, the presently claimed property of a solid electrolyte having the 
formula LixSiyMzOvNw would have obviously have been present once the Shindo 
product is provided. In re Best, 195 USPQ 433 (CCPA 1977). 

In regard to claims 4-5 and 9-10, it has been held that a recitation with respect to 
the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not 
differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed 
structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
